Sevier hail enlisted every able-bod¬ 
ied man and boy in the district of 
western North Carolina in his com¬ 
pany in tlie Continental army. When 
tlie British came down on them, he 
charged up the slope of King’s Moun¬ 
tain, met them at short range, and, 
with n force of less than 500 men, 
turned the fortunes of the day. 

Sevier's w r ork did not end with tlie 
close of tlie war of the revolution. He 
was really the founder of Tennessee, 
that he culled Franklin. He was the 
first governor of the new State, taking 
tlie oatli of office on March 1, 1785. 
Out of a wild country lie modeled a 
government. This western territory 
became the hotbed for conspiracies 
and rebellions of every kind agninst 
the government of the United States. 
Intrigues between the savages and 
the British were in constant progress. 
That none of them were successful 
was due to the vigilance and incor¬ 
ruptible patriotism of Sevier.

Experiments aimed at developing tlie 
resistance of brass to the action of sea¬ 
water, with a view to its employment 
for constructing submarines in France, 
have shown some remarkable results 
from tlie addition of aluminum.

Nicholas, Emperor of Russia, lias signed the death 
warrant of the Romanoffs. He gave tlie empire its Civil liberty in the hope 
of bringing to sin end the revolution spreading through all his provinces. He 
lias proclaimed freedom of the ballot for all. He promised that the new 
I’aril anient should be supreme in its legislative capacity and that the govern¬ 
ment would not interfere either with it or with tin* elections. He declared 
religious liberty throughout Russia, absolute freedom of ttie press, the right 
of meeting and tlie protection of the courts to tlie humblest person within 
!iir domain. Tlie newspapers may say what they will, cither of the Emperor 
or those who make up Ids council. No order of tlie government shall go Into 
effect abridging the liberty of the people, except with the concurrence of the 
I arlianient that is to lie created. The act of Nicholas may save ills own 
life and continue his term as a sovereign, but in St. Fetersbnrg it is recog¬ 
nized to be a confession by the Czar and the members of liis bureaucracy 
that despotism In the empire is at nil end. Hereafter the people are to rule. 


The uninteresting nature of public 
documents and reports furnishes an 
inexhaustible source of newspaper hu 
mor. The student, the scholar uml tlie 
public man know that these documents 
are packed with fascinating and use¬ 
ful matter; but the way In which It 
Is presented is cold and uninviting. 
The same charge lies, too, against most 
reports that are read ut meetings of 
flubs and societies. Crowded with 
facts they may lie, and bristling with 
statistics they often are, so that one 
who gives his mind to them mny sluice 
out nuggets of in formation which he 
would he sorry to miss. Yet when all 
is said, those who listen are present 
from a sense of duty and not from 
hope of entertainment. There is uo 
need of this. Take, for example, the 
annual report of some department of 
women’s work In tlie church. Tlie real 
purisise Is to extend knowledge of tlie 
work, and above all, to interest out¬ 
siders in it, so Unit support may be 
more abundant. The opportunity to re¬ 
late the picturesque incident—to recall 
the tilings that were pathetic or hu 
morons or especially instructive—Is too 
good to be wasted. Then why give It 
up to dry figures and tiresome sta 
tlsticsV Wliy not infuse into It the 
life and vivacity and interest of the 
work ilself The writing of reports Is 
a task to which nowadays both men 
and women are frequently called, it 
is really the writing of history; and a 
little study of those historians who 
have won and retained popularity, and 
who have exerted tlie greatest tntlii 
dice on other minds, will convince one 
that it Is possible to draw pictures 
that are true without making them 
dull. The old saying Unit good writ¬ 
ing consists largely In knowing what 
to leave out Is especially true of re¬ 
ports. From I hem, at least, one might 
well resolve to leave out everything 
that is not Interesting. What a sigh 
of relief would go up from those who 
have to listen.

first thirty years of 
nelson monument *'> s were com¬ 
paratively unevent¬ 
ful—uneventful that is when com¬ 
pared with the momentous events 
which characterized the closing years 
of his life, and which changed the pol¬ 
itics of the whole world. The story of 
his life is indeed best told in those of 
the three celebrated naval battles with 
which Ills name will be always asso¬ 
ciated- the Nile, Copenhagen and Tra¬ 
falgar—lint there are many incidents 
in his career, and anecdotes relating 
to him, that are of the greatest in¬ 
terest. 

Horatio Nelson was born at Barn- 
ham, in Suffolk County, England, on 
Sept. 2t), 1758. He was the fifth son 
of Itev. Edmund Nelson, and received 
his baptismal name from the Earl of 
Oxford, who was his godfather. For 
his start in the British navy Nelson 
had to thank his uncle. Captain Mau 
rice Stickling, who on the death of 
Nelson's mother, promised to take 
charge of one of his sister's boys. Nel¬ 
son was sent to school at an early 
age and soon developed a daring spirit. 

Nelson got his first taste of the sea 
when he was only 12 years of age, he 
having obtained permission from his 
uncle to go to sea with him in the 
Kaisonable, a ship of sixty-four guns. 
The ship only remained in commission 
for five months, however, and he did 
not see much service In the King’s 
ship. 

Enters the Navy, 

Nelson afterwards entered the navy 
and became a midshipman. Ills abil¬ 
ities were such that his superior offi¬ 
cers had every confidence in his skill 
and Judgment. He passed through the 
various grades of his calling and saw- 
service in almost every quarter of the 
globe. On many occasions he gave 
proof of extraordinary energy and fer¬ 
tility of resource and also of a courage 
in danger which, if rash, was truly lie 
role, fie became an expert in seaman 
shij) and displayed a great aptitude 
for command in a variety of enter¬ 
prises that were intrusted to him. 

While a second lieutenant in the 
frigate Lowestoffe, that ship captured 
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a privateer. The first lieutenant was 
ordered to board her, but owing to the 
very heavy sea he did not do so at 
once, and captain called out: “Have 
I no officer in the ship who can board 
the prize?” The master started to per 
form the duty, but Nelson stopped 
him, saying, “It is my turn now; and 
if I come back it Is yours.” After 
great difficulty he succeeded in board¬ 
ing the prize. 

About this time Nelson lost his 
uncle. Captain Locker, however, who 
had perceived the excellent qualities 
of Nelson, and formed a friendship 
for him, recommended him warmly to 
Sir I’eter Parker, then commander-in- 
chief on the West Indian station. In 
consequence he was removed to the 
flag ship Bristol, and soon after, on 
Dec. 8, 1778, was appointed command¬ 
er of the brig Badger. In this brig 
he was sent to cruise the bay of Hon¬ 
duras for the protection of British 
traders. On the 11th of June, 1779, he 
was made post captain of the Hlcbin- 
brooke, of twenty-eight guns. 


Thus well started on his naval ca 
reer. with all obstacles in the way of 
promotion cleared from his path—in 
those days a post captain rose to be an 
admiral by seniority alone—Nelson be¬ 
gan the career he hnd marked out for 
himself, under the most favorable aus¬ 
pices that could have been desired. 

When war between England and 
France was declared in 179.1. Nelson 
was made captain of the Agamemnon, 
the largest ship he had ever command¬ 
ed. He went with Lord Hood to the 
Mediterranean, and though his vessel 
was one of the worst in the fleet, he 
performed feats of daring and perfect 
seamanship which gained him ap 
plause and distinction. 

In the same year. Nelson lost an 
arm in an attack on Santa Cruz, on 
the Island of Teneriffe. The attack 
was made in the boats of the squad¬ 
ron, and Nelson received a severe 
wound in the right elbow as he was 
in act of drawing his sword and step¬ 
ping out of his boat on to the .Mole of 
Santa Cruz. This sword he particu¬ 
larly valued, as it had been presented 
to him by an uncle who told him nev¬ 
er to part with it but with life, and he 
constantly wore it. Recovering from 
the shock of the wound, he groped for 
and recovered the sword, and then fell 
insensible to the bottom of the boat. 
Eventually the arm was amputated 
and shortly afterward Nelson returned 
to England on leave of absence. 

Hattie of the Nile. 

The next great incident in Nelson’s 
career was the campaign and battle of 


past nine a. m. the signal to weigh 
was made. Two of the ships grounded, 
but the remainder, as they reached 
their appointed stations, let go their 
anchors and presented their broad¬ 
sides to the enemy. Shortly after 
10 o'clock the cannonade began. Ad¬ 
miral Farker, with eight ships, took 
up a position nearer to the mouth of 
! the harbor. The action was kept up, 
! on both sides, with unabated vigor, 
| and for three hours no decided advan- 
I tage was gained by either side. Rome 
1 of the ships had grounded and Ad¬ 
miral Parker made a signal for re¬ 
treat. 

When this occurred, Nelson in all 
the excitement of action, was pacing 
the quarter-deck. And then, putting 
the glass to his blind eye, he added: 

“I really don’t see the signal. Keep 
mine for closer battle flying—that's 
the way I answer such signals. Nail 
mine to the mast.” 

Admiral Graves and the other ships 
—whether by fortunate mistake, or by 
a brave intention—looking pnly to 
Nelson’s signal continued the action. 
After the battle Nelson said: "Well, l 
have fought contrary to orders, and 1 
shall perhaps be hanged. Never mind 
— let them.” 

About half-past t, the fire of the 
Danes slackened, and a little before 2 
it ceased along nearly the whole of 
their line. Rix of their ships and elev¬ 
en floating batteries struck their col¬ 
ors. but it was difficult to take pos¬ 
session of them because of the protec 
tion afforded by the land batteries, 
which fired upon the boats sent to re¬ 
ceive the surrender. This unexpected 
renewal of hostilities compelled the 
English ships to renew their fire, but 
to relieve the unhappy Danes who had 
hauled down their flag Nelson wrote 
to the Crown Prince of Denmark say¬ 
ing that if the thing continued he 
should be obliged to burn the prizes, 
without having the power to save the 


southwest. Nelson signaled to Black¬ 
wood that he expected him to keep 
sight of the enemy. At daybreak on 
Oct. 21 the combined fleets were dis¬ 
tinctly seen from the Victory's deck, 
formed in a close line of battle ahead, 
off Cape Trafalgar. Signal was made 
by Nelson to bear down itt two lines, 
and the fleet set sail. Colllngwood in 
the Royal Sovereign led the lee line of 
thirteen ship.' and the Victory led the 
weather line of fourteen. 

Blackwood went on board the Vic¬ 
tory about (1. He found Nelson in 
good spirits, but very calm—not In 
that exhilaration which he had felt 
upon entering the battle at Aboukir 
and Copenhagen. He knew that his 
own life would be particularly aimed 
at. and seems to have looked for death 
with almost as sure an expectation as 
for victory. 

Villoneuve, the French admiral, was 
a skillful seaman. He formed his 
fleet In a double line, every alternate 
ship being about a cable’s length to 
windward of her second nhead and as 
tern. Nelson, certain of a triumphant 
issue to the day. asked Blackwood 
what he should consider as a victory. 
That officer answered that, consider¬ 
ing the handsome way in which battle 
was offered by the enemy, their appnr 
ent determination for a fair trial of 
strength and the situation of the land, 
he would consider it a glorious result 
if fourteen were captured. Nelson re 
plied: “1 shall not be satisfied with 
less than twenty.” Soon after Nel¬ 
son asked Blackwood if he did not 
think there was a signal wanting. 
Captain Blackwood made answer that 
he thought the whole fleet seemed 
very clearly to understand what they 
were about. These words were scarce¬ 
ly spoken before that signal was made 
which will lie remembered as long as 
the language or even the memory of 
England shall endure—Nelson's last 
signal: “England expects that every 
man will do his duty.” 
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the Nile. The British government had 
found it impossible to make pence ex¬ 
cept on impossible terms, and there¬ 
fore decided upon a distinctly offensive 
campaign against France, and to Nel¬ 
son, on the urgent recommendation of 
the first Lord of the Admiralty, Earl 
Spencer, the duty was assigned of di¬ 
recting naval operations in the Med¬ 
iterranean. After a long chase Nelson 
succeeded in cornering the French 
fleet in the Bay of Aboukir. The 
French admiral had anchored his fleet 
behind a series of dangerous shoals. 
The Frenchman did not for a moment 
believe that the British fleet would 
follow. The situation, however, was 
one that appealed acutely to Nelson’s 
love of daring. 

For many preceding days. Nelson 
had hardly taken either sleep or food; 
he now ordered dinner to be served 
while preparations were being made 
for the battle. As his officers rose 
from the table to take their separate 
stations, he said to them: 

"Before this time to-morrow I shall 
have gained a peerage or Westminster 
Abbey.” 

Nelson took his fleet in after the 
Frenchmen, and annihilated the naval 
power of France in an engagement 
which he directed throughout with 
consummate skill, absolute fearless¬ 
ness and Incredible heroism. 

The battle of the Nile opened up a 
new era for the British navy. It made 
the British fleet the mistress of the 
seas, and it made the name of Nelson 
a terror to the navies of Europe. A 
victory of so stupendous and unparal¬ 
leled a character, won by such quick 
comprehension, skill of preparation, 
and genius in stage-management, 
astounded all Europe, and gave Na¬ 
poleon something to think about for a 
long time. 

Battle of Copenhagen. 

Nelson’s next engagement was the 
battle of Copenhagen. Russia, Den¬ 
mark and Sweden having formed a 
coalition to make England resign her 
naval rights, the British cabinet in¬ 
stantly prepared to crush it. A fleet 
was gotten ready, and Admiral Sir 
Hyde Parker was made commander- 
in-chief, with Lord Nelson second in 
command. 

On March 12, 1801, the fleet put to 
sea, but did not arrive off the point of 
Elsinore until the 24th. On the 29th, 
Lord Nelson shifted his flag from the 
St. George to the Elephant, In order 
to carry on operations in a lighter 
ship. On the 30th the fleet passed 
the fortress of Cronenburg, which had 
been looked upon as Impregnable. 

The morning of April 2 broke cheer¬ 
fully on the British fleet, and the wind 
was also favorable for them. At half-

men who had so nobly defended their 
cou ntry. 

Meanwhile, Admiral Parker's divis¬ 
ion had silenced the remainder of the 
Danish line to the eastward, and soon 
the Danish adjutant general appeared 
with a flag of truce to Lord Nelson. 
The Crown Prince wished to enquire 
the object of the British admiral’s 
note. With the reply that the object 
of the note was humanity, the envoy 
returned. Eventually negotiations were 
arranged and Nelson went on shore 
and dined with the Crown Prince. 

T rafaigar. 

For his share in the battle of Copen¬ 
hagen Nelson was raised to the rank 
of Viscount, and, on the recall of Sir 
Hyde Parker became commander in- 
cliief of the Baltic fleet. 

One year and eight months after the 
declaration of peace Nelson again 
hoisted his flag on the Victory and 
sailed for the Mediterranean, lie laid 
hnd the longest holiday of his life. 

It is needless to recount here the 
weary preliminaries to the battle of 
Trafalgar, how Nelson watched the 
French fleet outside Toulon, and 
chased it across the Atlantic and back 
again. Spain had Joined France, and 
England now had two enemies to face 
instead of one. On Aug. 18, this long 
and fruitless chase was ended by Nel¬ 
son's return to England on lenve, Ad¬ 
miral Cornwallis continuing to hunt 
for the elusive French. 

It was in proud obedience to the re¬ 
quest of the British government that 
Nelson took up his last command and 
fought his last battle. Lord Nelson 
left England on the 16th of September 
in his flagship, the Victory, aceompa- 
ied by the Ajax, Defiance, Agamem¬ 
non and a frigate, and on the 29th 
arrived off Cadiz. The first object of 
his wishes seems to have been to In¬ 
duce the enemy to quit the port and 
come out to sea. In consequence of 
this design he never kept more than 
seven or eight sail of the line before 
Cadiz, remaining himself with the rest 
of his forces near Cape St. Mary, 
while a line of frigates was formed to 
communicate with the several divi¬ 
sions of the armament. About half¬ 
past 9 of the morning of Oct. 19 the 
Mnrs, being the nearest to the fleet of 
ships which formed the line of com¬ 
munication with the frigates inshore, 
signaled that the enemy were coming 
out of the port, and Nelson immediate¬ 
ly ordered that a signal be made to 
give chase. All night the French con¬ 
tinued a southwesterly course, and at 
daybreak were seen near the Straits of 
Gibraltar, bearing in a northerly direc¬ 
tion. In the afternoon the wind 
changed and the fleeing fleet again 
changed its course, this time to the

Nelson, as usual, hnd hoisted several 
flags, lest one should be shot away. 
The enemy showed no colors until late 
in the action, when they began to feel 
the necessity of having them to strike. 
For this reason the Rnntisslma Trini¬ 
dads, Nelson's old acquaintance, ns he 
used to call her, was distinguishable 
only by her four decks, and to the 
bow of this opponent he ordered the 
Victory to be steered. Meanwhile an 
incessant raking fire was kept up on 
the Victory. 

Tlip Heat of Hnttle. 

The admiral's secretary, Mr. Scott, 
was one of the first who fell; he was 
killed by a cannon shot while convers¬ 
ing with Captain Hardy. Presently a 
double headed shot struck a party of 
mariners, who were drawn up on the 
poop, and killed eight of them; upon 
which Nelson Immediately desired 
Captain Adair to disperse his men 
round the ship, that they might not 
suffer much from being together. 

The master was ordered to put the 
helm to port, and the Victory ran on

board the Redoubtable, just as her 
tiller ropes were shot away. The 
French ships received her with a 
broadside; then instantly let down her 
lower deck ports, for fear of being 
boarded through them, and never af¬ 
terwards fired a great gun during the 
action. Her tops, like those of the 
enemy’s ships, were filled with rifle¬ 
men. 

Captain Harvey, in the Temeraire, 
fell on board the Redoubtable on the 
other side. Another enemy was in a 
like manner on board the Temeraire; 
so that these four ships formed as 
compact a tier as if they had been 
moored together, their heads lying all 
the same way. The lieutenants of the 
Victory, seeing this, depressed the 
guns on the middle and lower decks, 
and fired a diminished charge, lest the 
shot should pass through, and injure 
the Temeraire. And because there 
was danger that the Redoubtable 
should take fire from the lower deck 
guns, the muzzles of which touched 
her sides when they were run out the 


fireman of each gun stood ready with 
a bucket of water, which ns the gun j 
was discharged, he dashed Into the i 
hole made by the shot. An Incessant 
fire was kept up from the Victory 
from both sides; her larboard guns 
playing upon the Rucentaur and the 
huge Santisslma Trinidads. 

Nelson Is Shot. 

Shortly before the Redoubtable 
struck. Nelson and Captain llardy 
were walking near the middle of the 
quarterdeck; the admiral had just 
commended the manner In which one 
of the ships near him was fought, 
when Captain Hardy left him to give 
some necessary directions. 

A few minutes later. Captain Hardy 
observed a marksman in the rigging of 
the Bucentnur taking deliberate aim 
at Nelson. He called to him to change 
Ills position, but at the same Instant a 
bullet struck the admiral. Nelson was 
prevented from falling by Captain 
Hardy and a seaman who caught him 
in the arms. The marksman was in¬ 
stantly brought down by a well direct¬ 
ed shot from a young midshipman on 
the Victory. 

"Hardy." said Nelson. “I lielleve 
they have done for me al last.” 

It was soon perceived, upon exam¬ 
ination, that the wound was mortal. 
This was concealed, however, from all 
except Hardy, tin- chaplain and the 
medical attendants. 

With a wish to support his spirits, 
that hail In a degree been shaken by 
the Increased pain and excessive thirst 
which he had to endure, the surgeon 
said, "1 still hope, my lord, you will 
tarry the glorious news home.” 

“Don't talk nonsense,” replied the 
admiral, “one would indeed like to live 
a little longer, but 1 know It to be 
impossible; God’s will bo done. I have 
performed my duty, and 1 devoutly 
thank Him for it."—Montreal Herald 
and Star.

Itev. Robert Collyer, now a vigorous 
and bale old man of 82, has seen his 
predictions more than realized, and 
had the gratification of knowing that 
the splendid example of courage and 
buoyancy of spirit he set at that time 
was not In vain. He retired from the 
pulpit of the Church of the Messiah In 
New 1 ork but a short time ago and re¬ 
cently paid a visit to Chicago, when 
ho delivered a sermon at the new 
Unity Church on the North Ride 
There were but few members of his 
old congregation present on the ruins 
of the old church, but those who re 
railed It have since realized a hundred 
times the ring of truth which Inspired 
his audience to rise above the mlsfor 
tune which seemed to have over 
whelmed them. 

Dr. Collyer was born In England In 
1823. He attended school until he was 
8 years old, and then, ns Ills father, 
who was a blacksmith, earned only 
* 4.50 a week and hnd a large family 
to support, Robert and Ills brothers 
and two sisters were put to work In 
a linen factory a few miles from his 
home. After working In the factory 
until he was 14 his father apprenticed 
him to a man at Ilkley to learn the 
hlacksmithlng trade and lie then hnd 
the advantage of two winters’ Instruc¬ 
tion In a night school, which finished 
the curriculum of his schooling. He 
completod Ids apprenticeship when he 
was 21 years old, nut continued to 
work at Ills trade much longer. In 
18-18 he experienced a genuine old 
fashioned Methodist conversion. The 
Methodists thought he was a pretty 
smart young man and licensed him 
right away mid he began to preach 
In 1850 he came to America, where he 
worked at his trade nine years and 
preached every chance lie got as a 
local preacher. As he “did not believe 
In eternal damnation rior In total do 
pravlty and was shaky In regard to the 
trinity,” as he states it, his license 
was not renewed and he became a 
Unitarian. He starled a mission in 
Chicago In 1859 and his career since 
has hen n notable one.

The 
stop mechanism and release comprise 
a stop-lever, which Is pivoted in a 
bearing on the top of the casing. The 
lever carries a pin, which registers 
with a circle of perforations In a gear 
wheel of the motor gearing, so as to 
prevent tlie motor from unwinding 
when not in use. Secured underneath 
the float is a fine keel, to keep tlie 
float In an upright position. Journaled 
in tlie sides of the float are two ad¬ 
justable arms, carrying disks or balls 
of cork, which raise the arms when 
tiie float Is lowered Into the water, 
this operation moving the lever to 
which they are secured, causing the 
pin or stop to disengage from the 
perforations of the wheel, allowing 
the motor to drive tlie shaft. This 
shaft rotates a propeller at the rent- 
end of the float, tho bait being sus¬ 
pended from a rod at the stem of tlie 
float. A key winds the motor when It 
is run down. The adjustable arms 
have connections which enable the 
float to be driven In a circular path, 
depending on tlie adjustment of tho 
arms; if the arms are displaced sym¬ 
metrically the motor will propel tlie 
float in u straight path, the fishing 
line being attached to a stud at the 
top. The operation Is ns follows: Tlie 
motor linvlng been wound up, the 
float is lowered into the water. When 
the float comes ln contact with the 
water, the adjustable arms that carry 
tlie halls of cork are raised, thus 
causing the pin to disengage front the 
wheel, allowing the motor to drive the 
propeller shaft ami thus moving the 
float to which the bait is attached, if 
the float is withdrawn from the water 
the weight of the arms and balls will 
bring tlie pin into engagement with 
the gear wheel, arresting its further 
rotation.

STAND FIRM 

They Deny a Petition to Permit 
Dog Racing to Continue at 
Colma—Other County 
Matters. 

All members of the Board of Super¬ 
visors were present at Monday’s ses¬ 
sion. 

The monthly reports of officers were 
taken up as the iirst business of the 
day. 

The Health Officer reported that 
during the month a case of smallpox 
developed on the coast side, due to a 
recent release from the pestbouse in 
San Francisco. The case was return¬ 
ed to the pesthouse, and all who wore 
exposed were quarantined ami vac¬ 
cinated and tile premises fumigated. 
No new cases have been developed. 
The number of burial permits issued 
during the month was 713, for which 
$713 was collected; also five disinter¬ 
ment permits, the revenue therefrom 
being $50. 

The Tax Collector reported having 
collected during the month the sum 
of $240,351.60. 

The fees collected by the Recorder 
amounted to $774.70. 

The collections of the License Col 
lector were $1127, of which he retain¬ 
ed 10 per cent, or $112.70. 

The Clerk’s fees for the month were 
*150. 

The Sheriff’s report showed fees 
collected, $4.50; mileage earned, 
*68.15; number of prisoners boarded, 
20; cost, $136.50. 

The Treasurer’s transactions during 
the month were: On hand last re¬ 
port. $57,670.04*, receipts, $27,616.42; 
disbursed, $15,934.16. Balance on 
hand, *60,361.30.

The petition set forth 
that thousands of dollars are invested 
in the business of raising dogs for 
coursing purposes and that a large 
proportion of the population of Colma 
and vicinity have been supported for 
many years through this industry, it 
further stated coursing at Colma was 
conducted on a legitimate and busi¬ 
ness-like plane, and that the dogs run 
absolutely upon their merit and that 
no jockeying has been resorted to to 
effect their own natural energies. 

A communication was received from 
the Menlo Park improvement Club 
congratulating the Board on closing 
the park aud praying that prize-fight¬ 
ing and nickel-in-the-slot machines 
be also suppressed. 

Attorney H. Cboynski of San Fran¬ 
cisco spoke in behalt of the coursing 
park people and many of the tesi- 
dents of Colma. He thonght as a 
matter of fair play, the park people 
having paid their license until June 


next, they should be allowed at least 
to run until that time.

His re¬ 
quest for six months’ time was 
granted.

EARLY HUMAN ANATOMISTS. 

Scientific Diaaection Wua Practiced in 
Egypt in 300 K. C. 

Dr. William Keen tells some inter¬ 
esting facts regarding the early his¬ 
tory of dissection. The first human 
anatomists were in Alexandria three 
centuries before Christ, and they and 
tlieir successors for 2.000 years were 
commonly reported to have indulged in 
antemortem dissection. Says Dr. Keen: 
“Vesaiius was shipwrecked and died 
while fleeing for his life on such a 
charge. The Edinburgh act of 1505, 
giving the surgeons the body of one 
criminal annually, ’to make an anato¬ 
mic of.’ was guarded by the proviso 
’after he be ileid.’ Even poetry lias 
lent its aid to perpetuate the legend of 
the ‘invisible girl.’ whose ghost was 
believed to haunt Sir Charles Hell’s 
anatomical-rooms, where she had been 
dissected alive on the night preceding 
that appointed for her marriage.” 

For a long time Alexandria was the 
only medical center of the world, and 
the physician Galen (born about 130 
A. D.) bad to journey from Home to 
the African city to see a skeleton, lie 
sent his students to the German bat¬ 
tlefields to dissect the bodies of the 
national enemies, while he himself 
used apes as most resembling human 
beings. Human dissection was re¬ 
vived in Hologtia in the fourteenth cen¬ 
tury, where Madonna Mauzolitia later 
was professor of anatomy, undoubtedly 
one of the first woman doctors, if not 
the very first. Leonardo da Vinci, 
painter of "The Last Supper,” was a 
great anatomist, but dissection had 
fallen into disuse when Vesaiius final¬ 
ly revived it about the middle of the 
sixteenth century. 

Even in comparatively modern times 
anatomists have been the objects of 
attacks by the populace. In 17(55 Dr. 
Jolm Shippen of Philadelphia was mob¬ 
bed as a grave robber. Doctors’ riots 
iu New York occurred twenty-three 
years later, and were due to the belief 
that the medical students robbed 
graves continually. It was the lack of 
opportunity that led to the practice of 
grave robbing and originated what I>r. 
Keen calls “a set of tlie lowest possible 
villains—the resurrectionists.”—Scien¬ 
tific American. 

Onnatiian Gretna Green.

Its name is now Windsor, and j 
it is a Canadian town in tlie Province 
of Ontario, close to the Puiteil States 
border. It was recently stated in the 
provincial legislature of Ontario that 
no fewer than SlK) marriages were cel¬ 
ebrated in Windsor during the last 
year. The great majority of the happy 
couples had hastily crossed the border 
from the adjoining republic.—London 
(England) Tit Hits.

Good Alfalfn Field in the North. 

One of the most successful alfalfa 
fields in the North is at the Wisconsin 
Experiment Station, where the four 
cuttings obtained tnis year gave .’>2.370 
pounds of green fodder, or lO.NOO 
pounds of hay. nearly 5'-j tons per 
acre. The weight of green forage ob¬ 
tained was twice that of clover and 
three times that of timothy. The analy¬ 
sis showed the alfalfa yielded nearly 
three times as muen protein per acre 
as clover and nine times as much as 
timothy, while the dry matter and fat 
were also greatly in favor of alfalfa. 
The crop is being tested quite exten¬ 
sively throughout Wisconsin. Of i23 
farmers reporting to the station, lid 
advocated using the alfalfa with i 
nurse crop, ninety-nine of them using 
oats for that purpose. Twenty pounds 
of seed per acre was the amount gen 
erally preferred. The variety was the 
common alfalfa which succeeded better 
than the Turkestan variety. 

Doing as They Are Tolil.
